The Formosa Resolution has 
stood on the books since Presi- 
dent Eisenhower signed it-Janu- 
ary 29, 1955, as a means of clari- 
fying the conditions under which 
U.S. troops would be committed 
to the defense of Nationalist-held 
territories against Communist in- 
Vasions. ， 

In September 1954, Communist 
shelling of the jlarge offshore 
island Quemoy suggested to the 
Eisenhower administration that 
the Chinese Communists had 
been waiting for the Indochina 
criSls to _ cool before aggressing 
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for better working conditions， 
higher pay and unionization 
rights. Thirty-nine of them have 
their names lisued in a complaint

After Week of Jension，Violence

Caution was the word last FTi- 
day on the Galileo High School 
campus. 了 Everyone went about 
minding his owIr business，keep- 
ing an eye out for that piece of 
invisible broken glass that no- 
body wanted to step on. People s 


nerves were understandably taut 
after an eruption of violence in 
the school just three days before. 


A number of Chinese and blacks 


were involved in two beatings on 


campus lastTuesday that left two 
students，one Chinese and one 
black, injured. 

The whole school had been pal- 
pitating in a state of uneasiness 
forecast of 
additional outbreaks of racial vio- 
lence. But at least some appre- 
hension resujlted from a concern 
over _ another matter.， Just 72 
hours removed from an ugly dis- 
play of uncontrolled adolescent 
brutality，Gajllleo was scheduled 
to face cross-town nemesis Low- 
ell on the football fieldq later that 
afternoon. 

As students shuffled in and out 
of classrooms and the school 
yard, concern for their safety was 
everywhere evident. Two patrol 
cars were parked on Bay Street 
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dents congregate in small groups 
to eat their lunch. Sehool officials 
positioned themselves at strate- 
gic spots all over the place. The 
school district central administra- 
tion rushed in a dozen extra 
supervising personnel after 
trouble had started to help Princi- 
pal Stanton Tong and his sta 寻 
prevent another flare-up. 

But hopes for a quick relief 妇 
thetension-mounted Situation 
were also _ being raised. Earlie 
that morning，Tong and several 
police juvenile ofticers had met 
with a_number of Chinese and 
black student leaders,， in Tong s 
words，“to smoke the peace 
pipe.”The students had agreed 
to talk to their friends and ask 
them to cool it, Tong said.

Superintendent Granvel Jackson 
of the school district's community 
relations office said he received 
reports on Friday that there wa:

School administrators Were per- 
plexed by the sudden acts of vio- 
lence _ that had relegated the 
school s_ image to the unsaVoIy 
depths of the blackboard jungle 
Commenting on the Galileo inci- 
dent，Steven P. Morena，SuUper- 
intendent of schools，said_ 1las; 
Friday,“We don't know precise- 
ly what it is. It is not the result oi 
busing . . .but there have bee 


chariges in the personnel of stu- 
dents， Some orientation musi 
occur before there is a smoot 
operation.” Principal Tong， 
teacher at Galileo for 13 years 
and its'chief administrator Since 
November of last year，said the 
fighting involved only a smali 
number of students. He does not 
seeit as an outbreak of open hos- 
tility along race lines, he said . 
Myles Cosgrove，the dean of 
boys， in whose office one of the 
beatings took place，said the Vio- 
lence came as a total Surprise to 
him.

CAA Tags Mental Healthn Board 
With Violation of Asian Rights 


A_ Chinese American civil rights 
organization has found “sufficient 
cause” to accuse the District V 
Mental Health Citizen's Advisory 
Board (CAB) with infringing upon 
the civil rights of Asians in San 
Francisco's Richmond District. 

In a letter to Lawrence Laurie， 


District V Director，the _ Executive 


Director of Chinese for Affirmative 
Action，Hentry Der，last week said 
his agency felt the CAB's action was 
“shocking and discouraging.”The 
board recently voted to award West- 
side Community Social Service 
Agency，Inc.，a $257,000 National 
JInstitute of Mental Health contract 
to staff a Richmond District Maxi- 
Center. (E/ 作 Oct. 2) 

Der criticized CAB for giving the 
Westside group two additional 
weeks beyond the_ September sth 
deadline for submission of proposals 
to develop its health plan. He also 
charged that the CAB with“person- 


ally assisting Westside in putting to- 
gether their proposal.” 

Der claims that the board accept- 
ed only verbal agreements from 
Westside concerning a staff bfeak- 
down in lieu of a detailed budgetatry 
OF personnel breakdown. He also 
criticized Westside for not Sojiciting 
input from Richmond District com- 
Immunity leaders. 


“It is incomprehensible that Dis- 
trict VS CAB would be so insensi- 
tive as to recommend an agency 
that has no experience whatsoever in 
dealing.with the mujticultural/mul- 
tilingualneeds of Richmond District 
residents， he said. Der urged the 
board to nullify their recommenda- 
tion and approve instead the propo- 
sal Submitted by the Richmond 
Asian Multi-Services，Inc.,，“… which 
is the only organization with direct 
community participation in the de- 
velopment of its proposal.”

AN IMPORIANT SENATE MOVE 


Last week, on October 9, the United States 9enate voted 
to repeal the 1955 resolution that authorized the President 
to use armed forces to defend Taiwan，Peng-hu (the Pesca- 


dores)，and a few Chinese off-shore islands. 


To those interested in 9ino-American relations, this act of 
the Senate came as no surprise. American foreign policy has 
been moving closer and closer to establishing full diplo- 
matic relationship with Peking since Nixon's Visit in 1972. 
The difference is， while most other nations would abruptly 
break off their relations with Taipei，the United States is 
following a cautious and gradual course to make an about- 


face move， 


The repeal of the 1955 resolution would allow the United 
States to call offt the fleet patrol on the Iaiwan Strait，to 
close the American military bases and to remove its armed 
forces now stationed in Taiwan, The repeal also acts as a 
friendly gesture to Peking. For this is indeed a concrete step 
to show the Chinese leaders that the United :States is no

China.

It always pains us to read about racial violence in the 


schools. 


San Francisco is one of the few cities in the United States 
which can boast a mixed minority population. 玫 we can 
work together, this is the ideal place to show the nation how 
to move ahead in bi-lingual, bi-cultural education and how 
to incorporate the minority experience into the curriculum .

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Mayors Development Appointees 
Rush to Reshape S.F. Planning

Planning decisions imminent 
during the next 242 months Under 
Mayor Joseph Alioto's new commtu- 
nity development apparatus could 
shape the future of the entire Urban 
development program of San Fran- 
cisco, 

There has been almost no public- 
ity accompanying the centralization 
of planning decisions in the office of 
the mayor. Yet, the community de- 
velopment “clearing house” right 
now is establishing priorities for San 
Francisco in the areas of housing， 
building rehabilitation，and beauti- 
fication that may shape planning in 
the city over the next five years， 

Citizen_ participation is supposed 
to be the keystone of the new Feder- 
al Community Development Act 
passed recently， Under the Act， 
communities due to receive annual 
block grants will decide, suUpposedly 
with the consent of their citizenry， 
how the pie is to be divided 


CRUMBLED 

But because the Nixon adminis- 
tration fiddled with the nation's 
housing Planning while federally- 
Subsidized housing Projects across 
the country crumbled, cities like San 
Francisco are in a terrible stew. 

First, the new law is so complicat- 
ed that ittakes a planning Specialist 
to comprehend 让. Second，what is 
Supposed to be an 8-month planning 
process for the 18-month period 
from January 1，1975 to June 30， 
1976 has to be completed during the 
Dext 73 days. 

Third, the heads of the Redevel- 
opment Agency and Model Cities 
may come to themayor's of- 
fice hat in hand to pillage the city's 
block grant to shore up the founda- 
tions of their own programs. 


SHIFTED 

FEourth，Pprojects 1like the Stock- 
ton/9acramento housing planm in 
Chinatown，which supposedly had 
federal funding allocated to the lo- 
cal Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment office,， could be shifted onto 
the 93.F.'s already-loaded back and 


drain the block grant further. 

Fifth, there is a potentially explo- 
sive clash 1ooming between the city s 
new planning body and the Associa- 
tion of Bay Area Governments. Both 
the regional agency and the city are 
being pressured by HUD to come UP 
with housing plans and both are be- 
ing promised autonomy as clearing 
houses. How this is going to work is 
Unclear. 

Sixth，while an inadequate hous- 
ing situation persists and while in- 
flation，especially in the housing 
construction area，Sskyrockets，the 
city's housing allocations are Sched - 
uled to decrease gradually under th 
new housing act. 

12.68 MLLION 

Credits are given to _ cities that 
need additional monies to continue 
existing programs Unhder what is 
called the “hold - harmless” scale. 
Under this set-up，San Francisco is 
to gradually reach a 12.608 million 
level over the next five years. 

For the first three fiscal years, San 
Francisco is to be allocated 28.68 
million In the fourth year the alloca- 
tion will be 12.68 million plus 5% of 
the_ difference between the basic 
grant and the whole harmless 
amount. In the fifth year the alloca- 
tion will be the basic grant plus 3 of 
the difference between the basic 
grant and hold-harmless. In July of 
1980, San Francisco is scheduled to 
be down to only 12.68 imillion Per 
year. 

The criDppling catch to the eurretit 
funding is that the 26.68 million for 
the 1975-1976 fiscal year will also 
have to take care of funding needs 
during the first 6 months of 1975. A 
12-month fund has to stretch over 
18 months. The citizens，who are 
SUpposed to be intticately involved 
in the .planning，don't even know 
what is going on. 

EMBROILED 

The supervisors are embroiled in 
conflict-of-interest debates and 
election campaigns and are Spend- 
ing a month setting the tax rate. 匡 
will be their job to approve the 


their own feelings and attitudes in this area. 

We also urge our community to create a favorable cli- 
mate for racial harmony and understanding. Many older 
Chinese Americans' minds have been tainted with years of 
teaching of fear,，qdistrust and hatred toward the non-Chi- 
nese. It would be most tragic indeed we allowed another 
generation to inherit this deficiency of ours.

BILINGUAL COURT ACT 
PASSES SENATE 

The United States Senate recently 
passed a Bilingual Courts - Act 
authored by Senator John V. Tun- 
ney (D. Calif.). The bill now goes to 
the House of Representatives for 
consideration. 

In a statement prepared for .the

Only one in 100 symphony orch- 
estra musicians belongs to a racial 
minority group，the report read . 
Dick Campbell，board chairperson 
of the Symphony with the highest 
minority member percentage， 
blamed the situation on Ttacism， 
nepotism，cronyism and Unions. 

For the sutvey，60 symphonies， 


including all the major orchestras 
nationwide，were contacted. In the 
S4 that responded, more than 4690 
musicians were employed as regular 
instrumentalists. Only 67 of them，

In addition，the report Surmised 
that minority musicians account for 
only one-half of one per cent of the 
8793 musicians belonging to the 110 
symphonies 一 major to Semi-profes- 
sional- 一 in the nation.

Although China has recentiy 
placed orders with the United States 
for eight ammonia fertilizer plants， 
she will probably want to purchase 
fertilizer and other farm chemicals 
for several years. At present China is 
taking half of the fertilizer exports 
from Japan, the other half going to 
Southeast Asia nations，. 

A world shortage of fertilizers is 
developing because the fertilizer 
producing countries are Using more 
for the expansion of their own agri- 
culture. The European nitrogenous 
fertilizer cartel，NITREX，has cut 
exports drastically, and the U.9. will 
heed to import fertilizer this year， 
As China increases her ener8gy SuUp- 
ply,， she will probably want to PUTr- 
chase more fertilizer plants from the

Other types of exports to China 
will be mining machinery and sup- 
plies, transportation equipment (last 
yearf China purchased ten Boeing 
707'$)，and other types of chemicals 
and related ， chemical processing 
equipment.

A_ good indication of just how 
serious China is about expansion of 
trade will be whether they try to de- 
velop off-shore oil over and above 
their own needs. They know that the 
U.S. and most European nations 
need oil. 

The policy of economic self-suffi- 
ciency will result in China's increas- 
ing reliance on her OwWD reSOUrces 
and industrial capability to the ex- 
tent possible and will influence to a 
large _ extent what China wil buy 
from us or，perhaps I should say， 
what China will not buy from us， 
The countries of the free world en- 
gage in fioreign trade in consumer 
goods to the maximum extent pos- 
sible，and the controlling factor is 
quality and .Price， 


By contrast the people of China 


may want and need certain items of 
American constmer goods，but the 
Ministry of Foreign Trade in China 
will decide whether or not they get 
them. China's foreign trade is con- 
ducted in accordance with priorities 
established in advance through the 
countrys economic plan. For ex- 
ample，a U.9. company such as 
General Electric may not receive any 
orders for TV sets，washers，dryers， 
etc. but could probably sell nuclear 
power plants to China. 


BALANCE 

Desire to finance her imports with 
export earnings has resulted in an 
effort to balance trade with the rest 
of the world. China takes a realistic 
view and does not try to maintain 
equal balance of trade with each in- 
diVidual country but has been rather 
Successful with overall foreign trade 
balance. 


For exarmple,i in 1970, she had im- |

One obstacle to _ trade between 
China and the U.S. could be the 
frozen assets of about 80 milion 
dollars held by the U.9. The return 
of this money is blocked by Private 
claims in excess of 200 million. Un- 
der U.S. law American claimants 
could legally seize Chinese assets exX- 
ported into U.S. territory. 

Another factor which affects ouUr 
imports from China is the high rate 
of duty on products from Commtu- 
nist countries. China and Russia are 
not signators of the General Apgree- 
ment on Tariff and Trade (GATT) 
and bence do not enjoy the most fa- 
vored nation stattus as the coUnhtries 
of the free world do.

The prospect of trade with China 
looks very good for the foreseeable 
future，but it will be on Chinese 
terms. They'- will buy only the best 
merchandise available in the world 
and can be expected to exploit the 
competition between free-world 
countries. For exampble,the Ministry 
of Foreign Trade may demand a 
discount but will not accept service 
under a guarantee clause. The Chi- 
nese have never been known to give 
discounts for large orders or pay exX- 
tra_ for prompt delivery，Howeyer， 
they .have a reputation of paying 
promptly and in full on the agreed 
terms of the contract.
